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the systematic position of this family is still questionable, high basic chromo¬ 
some number and great differences of chromosome size in a cell seem to 
indicate that the origin of this family is ancient and the chromosome constitu¬ 
tions of this family are heterogenous.

B. lunaria (L.) Sw. var. lunaria —Hokkaido, northeastern and central 
Honshu. 

B. lanceolatum (Gmel.) Angstr. 

subsp. lanceolatum —central Honshu. 

subsp. angustisegmentum Clausen—Hokkaido and central Honshu. 

B. boreale Milde—Hokkaido. 

A specimen of Botrychium sp. collected by Faurie at Mt. Sharidake, Hokkaido 
in 1890 (Fig. 2) was identified by Christ (1896) as B. simplex. This specimen 
is deposited in the herbarium of Laboratoire de Phanerogamie, Museum National 
d’Histoire Naturelle (P) in Paris. It is a dwarf form of B. lunaria var. lunaria 
in my opinion. 
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
